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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see Amendment, filed 9/5/08, with respect to claims 1-30 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The previous rejections have been 
withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Frederick Gribbell on 11/7/08. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

A) Regarding claim 1 , on line 12, please add - said - before "electromagnetic". 

B) Regarding claim 10, on line 10, please add - said -- before "electromagnetic". 

C) Regarding claim 1 7, on line 11,(1) please add - said - before "electromagnetic"; 
(2) please delete "emissions" after "energy". 

D) Regarding claim 20, on line 13, please delete "a" and add -- said -- before 
"processing". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-30 are allowed. 
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4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art teaches or suggests a method for reducing electromagnetic emissions (EMI) of 
data signals, wherein comprises the step of modulating the input data signal according 
to a predetermined modulation cycle and patter set; wherein at least one modulation 
pattern set has an effect of removing electromagnetic energy from at least one center 
frequency of the input data signal, and generating concentrations of the electromagnetic 
energy that at located in a controlled manner as distinct patterns at other frequencies 
that are to sides of the at least one center frequency on a frequency spectrum graph. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
